(1)  ThQ  water  of  tho  Coancil^s  aroa  of  supply  and  in 
sovoral  parts  has  in  general  been  satisfactory  in  quantity. 

Low  pressure  was  experienced  in  tho  Coastal  i\roa  of 
the  Llanasa  Parish  and  this  v/as  duo  mainly  to  tho  largo 
influx  of  visitors  in  the  summer  months  and  the  consequent 
excessive  consumption. 


Certain  lengths  of  tho  small  diameter  mains  which 
had  'become  oner  us  tod  have  hoon  .'■•.,1  and  further  lengths 

included  in  tho  prograiMiuc  for  tho  year  1948/49.  Tho 
difficulties  expurioaood  ir:  obtaining  new  pipes  have  in  no 
way  decreased.
